Adverting to the notice on p. 177 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 27th April relative to proposed irrigation works 
Irrigation Works. in Cuba, H.M. Minister at Havana reports that a 
Bill has been introduced into the Cuban Senate, and 
referred to the Committees on Codes, Public Works and Agriculture, 
providing for the grant of a 60 years’ concession for the construction 
and working of irrigation works throughout Cuba, of an initial cost of 
25,000,000 dols. (about 5,139,000/.). By the Bill, the Government 
are to guarantee 5 per cent. interest on the capital, and the conces- 
sionaire company is to levy taxes on the land irrigated. The 
Government may take over the works at the end of 30 years. A 
technical commission is to be appointed to prepare the scheme for the 
works.

the strengthening of several bridges. The cost of the foregoing is 
estimated at some 480,0002. 


It appears, from the same source, that the municipal authorities of 
Santiago have decided upon a large paving scheme, 
Paving Material. which will comprise all the principal streets 
of Santiago. It is proposed to adopt various 
systems of paving ; the cost is estimated at 500,000/. 





ARGENTINE REPUBLIC.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Mexico.——The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade is informed by the General European Agent of the National 
Railways of Mexico that the Mexican Government have approved 
regulations under which special “ kilometre books ” are issued for the 
personal use of identified commercial travellers. These regulations 
require that applications for the books shall be endorsed by a Mexican 
Chamber of Commerce. The local Chambers are doing this freely in 
respect of applications made by local firms, but they have not seen 
their way clear to visé applications made by commercial travellers 
representing foreign houses. (11,993.) 
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HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at. the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products hkely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
information as to the work of His Majesty’s Commercial Attachés 
and Consular Officers and their relation to the Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a 
“Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

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NEW COMPANIES ACT OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 366-7 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th November, 1910, relative to the Companies Act, 
1910, of British Columbia, the Imperial Trade Correspondent at 
Victoria (Mr. J. J. Shallcross) has now forwarded a copy of the 
‘‘Companies Act Amendment Act, 1911,” as passed at the third 
reading. This Act makes the following alterations in the Act of 
1910 which affect British companies desiring to obtain licences in the 
Province of British Colambia :— 

Clause 4 substitutes for sub-section 1 and 2 of section 18 
provisions which prevent the registration of any Extra- Provincial 
Company having a name identical with or closely resembling 
that of a company, society, or firm already doing business in the 
Province. 

Clause 14 extends the time for registering mortgages or 
charges created outside the Province of British Columbia from 
21 days to 30 days. 

Clause 17 redrafts sub-section 1 of section 107 of the original 
Act imposing a penalty of 250 dols. for every day during which 
any mortgage or charge is not registered. 

Clause 21 amends section 155 by striking out sub-sections (h) 
and (7) which require the publication in the local newspapers of 
the certificate and objects of the licensed company. 

Clause 22 repeals section 158 of the original Act, which per- 
mitted Extra-Provincial Companies to obtain a limited licence 
authorising them to deal with land, &c. on payment of a 
fee of 50 dols. 

Clause 27 amends section 12 of table “B” soas to reduce the 
fees payable in respect to the registration of mortgages or 
charges which require to be registered under the provisions of 
the Land Registry Act or the Bills of Sale Act.

The trade returns for April, 1911, when compared with those 
for April, 1910, show an increase in the value of the Exports of the 
Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom, and decreases in 
the value of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports. 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in Aprii was 51,850,9871., a decrease: 
of 7,705,244/., or 12-9 per cent., as compared with April, 1910; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 45,181,267/., a decrease of 
1,969,602/. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United. 
Kingdom show an increase of 400,241/., or 1:1 per cent., as com- 
pared with April, 1910; whilst there is a decrease of 2,369,8431., 
or 20:0 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN APRIL. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
April, 1911, amounted to 3,276,119 tons, and the tonnage cleared. 
to 4,650,445 tons, as against 3,235,173 tons entered, and 4,871,227 
tons cleared, during April, 1910. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during April, 1911, 
amounted to 2,601,447 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,546, 248 
tons, as against 2 631, 093 tons entered, and 2,606,200 tons cleared, 
in April, 1910. 

VI—FOUR MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-APRIL). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the four months, January-April, 1911, amounted to 12,685,476 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 18,490,346 tons, as against 12, 200,494 tons 
entered and 17,538,232 tons cleared du ring the four months, January- 
April, 1910. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during the four months, January-April, 1911, amounted 
to 10,384,658 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 10,244,733 tons, as 
against 10,314,811 tons entered, and 10,177,347 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1910.

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TRADE POSSIBILITIES AND CONDITIONS IN THE MIDDLE 
CONGO DISTRICT. 


The following information is taken from a copy, forwarded by 
H.M. Minister at Brussels, of a recent number of the Belgian 
“Renseignements de |’Office Colonial,’ dealing with trade in the 
Middle Congo district : — 

The general commercial conditions in the Middle Congo district 
may be compared to those in the Lower Congo district; the same 
products are in demand and the conditions of sale are analogous. 
‘Trade has developed steadily since Ist July, 1910, when the region was 
opened to free commercial exploitation, the turnover of some mer- 
chants having doubled and even tripled. The chief trading concerns 
are established at Leopoldville and Kinshasa, and the others are 
scattered throughout the district, at Madimba, Kisantu, Pezi-Kibutali, 
Kinsongo, Gungu, &c. The number of small traders increases daily. 

The trading concerns in the Middle Congo district may be classed 
as follows, in the order of their importance :—(a) houses whose chief 
office is in Europe, and branches of firms established at Boma and 
Matadi, () independent firms, (c) businesses carried on by natives. 

Those in the first class obtain their supplies through their principal 
houses, which regulate their commercial operations. The independent 
white traders, mainly of Portuguese origin, have generally but limited 
capital, They obtain their supplies from Europe, buying from samples 
(cloth, bed clothes, perfumery, beer, cigars and cigarettes), through 
commercial traveilers (clothing, chirts, loin. cloths, table linen, imita- 
tion jewellery, watches, cutlery, ironmongery and hardware), and also 
from catalogues (foodstuffs, preserves, grocery, liquors, candles, brushes, 
footwear). The native retailers purchase their goods from the large 
establishments on the spot. They pay a higher price than that ruling 
in Europe, but obtain greater facilities of payment and avoid the 
necessity of a relatively large circulating capital. These small 
traders carry on a system of barter with the wholesale houses, 
receiving foodstuffs, cloths, &c. in return for products for export, 
particularly rubber. 

The white inhabitants of the Middle Congo district buy at the 
factories bleached cottons for making tropical clothing, linen, house- 
hold goods, foodstuffs, ironmongery and hardware, haberdashery and 
perfumery. ‘The European population of the district numbers about 
400; these make their purchases partly at Matadi, occasionally at 
Boma, and but rarely in Europe. 

The native clientéle, consisting chiefly ot employees of the Govern- 
ment and of private firms, purchase cloth for making loin cloths, silks, 
velvets, boots, singlets, cotton and flannel shirts, cutlery, ironmongery 
and hardware, and imitation jewellery; they also aspire to the pur- 
chase, where possible, of preserves, wines and perfumery. 

The commercial enterprises require construction materials (poles, 
beams, sheet iron, nails, &c.), tools of all kinds, camping require- 
ments, boats and parts, cordage, paints, &c. It may be said that up 
to the present the greatest effort to introduce these various products 
into the Congo has been made by German and Portuguese firms. 
Travellers of these nationalities, acting on behalf of one or several 
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Trade Possibilities and Conditions in the Middle Congo District. 





firms, periodically visit the factories, bringing complete assortments 
of samples. Further, it is not uncommon for German and Portu- 
guese houses to send goods on trial. It is desirable that travellers 
should be given extended powers. The use of detailed catalogues is 
to be recommended. 

Conditions of sale.—Payment for goods imported by local firms 
having no correspondent in Europe is generally made through a 
European bank with whom they have a current account. .Mer- 
chandise is delivered f.o.b. Liverpool or a Continental port. Pay- 
ment is usually made in cash, but German and Portuguese firms give 
three and even six months’ credit. 

As regards retail trade, the white purchaser pays at the end of one 
or three months according to arrangement, but payment on delivery 
is always required from the native. The native employees of the 
Government and of private firms pay in coin; the other natives pay in 
products (rubber, ivory, &c.), and trade with them is carried on partly 
by the native coming to the trader, and partly by representatives of 
the trader visiting the natives in their homes and making exchanges. 

The Report states in conclusion that there is a need in the Middle 
Congo district for traders with a certain amount of capital. Apart 
from some Portuguese traders and one or two wholesale houses, there 
is not one shop doing good business in Leopoldville. It should be 
borne in mind that the local market is about to develop, and that the 
trade with the natives is remunerative when it is carried on by an 
able man who seeks to satisfy the tastes of his customers and to raise 
in them new desires by regularly showing them fresh articles.

RATIFICATION OF THE NEW ANGLO-JAPANESE COM- 
MERCIAL TREATY. 


With reference to the notice which appeared at pp. 22-27 of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of 6th April respecting the new Anglo- 
Japanese Commercial Treaty, the Board of Trade are now in receipt, 
through the Foreign Office, of information to the effect that the ratifi- 
cations of the Treaty were exchanged at Tokio on the 5th May.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA, 


The Board of Trade have received from H.M. Acting Trade Com- 
missioner in British South Africa copy of a Bill 
Stamp Bill. to consolidate and amend the Laws in force in the 
several Provinces of the Union relating to Stamp 

Duties and Fees. 

The Stamp Bill provides for the imposition of duties (with specified 
exemptions) on Bank Notes, Bills of Exchange, Brokers’ Notes, 
Companies’ Share Capital, insurances, &c., and prescribes the method 
of payment and course to be followed in defacing the stamps used 
for payment of the duties. 


A copy of a Bill to provide for an excise duty on cigarettes made 
in the Union, and fora corresponding surtaz on 
mae Sey ont imported cigarettes has also been received. 


eaomier This Bill, which is to come into operation on a 
Cigarettes. date to be fixed by the Governor-General by 


Proclamation in the Gazette, provides for the 
imposition of an Excise duty at the rate of $d. for every 4 ounce nett 
weight or fraction thereof on all cigarettes manufactured in the Union, 
whether made from tobacco grown or produced therein, or from 
tobacco imported therein, or from a mixture of Union grown and 
imported tobacco, and of a surtax of the same amount (in addition to 
the import duty already payable) on all cigarettes imported into the 
Union and delivered for consumption. 

It is also proposed in the Bill to prohibit the manufacture of 
cigarettes in the Union, except on premises licensed for the purpose 
by the Commissioner of Excise. 

It is also proposed to repeal the Cape of Good Hope “ Cigarette 
Tax Act, 1909” (No. 12 of 1909), which imposes a stamp duty of 
$d. per 4 ounce nett on all cigarettes manufactured, sold, or offered 
for sale in the Province of the Cape of Good Hope.

An Act, which was passed on 29th March, 1911, has also been 
received amending the law respecting the storage 
of inflammable oils in the Colony. 

Under this amending Act, it is provided that

whenever any kerosene, paraffin, naphtha, or other inflammable oils, 
or gasolene, or acetylene is landed at any wharf or place in St. John’s, 
and the same is not removed, and the duty payable thereon paid 
within 36 hours after such Janding, the Customs officer in charge 
may cause all such kerosene, &c. to be removed and stored in the 
Store provided for such purpose. 

The Customs shall have a lien upon all such goods so removed for 
the costs of removing same and for the duty payable thereon, and 
they shall not be removed from such store except upon a Customs 
permit. 

Any person may have in his possession a quantity of gasolene, not 
exceeding 50 gallons, provided that such gasolene is kept in a secure 
iron can and stored in the open air and that the can and place of 
storage are approved by the Inspector-General of Constabulary. 





COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA.

This Order states that the description “ velveteen” on cotton 
piece-goods may be accepted as sufficiently complying with 
the requirements of Commerce Regulation 8 (1).

No reductions of the rates of the new Japanese General Tariff in 
favour of products and manufactures of the United States are provided 
for by the Treaty, but a Protocol states that ‘‘ pending the conclusion 
“ of a treaty relating to tariff, the provisions relating to tariff in the 
“ treaty of the 22nd November, 1894, shall be maintained.”* 

In all that regards the stationing, loading and unloading of vessels 
in the ports of the territories of the contracting parties, and as regards 
navigation dues generally, national treatment is to be reciprocally 
accorded. Reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment is stipulated as 
regards coasting trade. 

The present Treaty is to enter into operation on the 17th July, 
1911, and is to remain in force for twelve years, and thereafter until

According to a descriptive pamphlet issued by the Cuban Department 
of Agriculture, Commerce and Labour, there are a 
Useful Fibres. number of useful fibres in Cuba. The bark of the 
majagua tree furnishes a long and strong fibre 
used in making ropes. ‘The guana, a product from the interior bark 
of the tree of that name, coming in several layers, is strong and so 
fine as to resemble woven silk. The corojo fibre, of great strength 
and very white, is used locally for making fancy bridies and _girths ; 
experiments are being made with a view to its use as the basis on 
which to put the rubber in motor-car tyres. Jute does well in Cuba, 
but until recently no attempt has been made to develop the industry, 
the possibilities of which are now under consideration. Henequen 
has of late years been planted and grows abundantly; it is used for 
various purposes. Other fibres are those from the Yarey palm 
sansevieria guisaso, and ramie.

Of the total catch this year, 6,100,000 fish were salted as split fish. 
The quantity of roe obtained is given as about 392,260 gallons; of 
cod liver oil, about 173,162 gallons; and of liver for other oils, about 
16,720 gallons. The price of whole fish was 3l. 1s, 4d. per 100, 
as compared with an average for the previous five years of about 2/. 5s., 
an increase of 36 per cent. 

There is stated to have been this season a remarkable extension 
of the use of the two-men boat, or dory, working from a large vessel, 
either motor cutter or steamer.

GERMANY: 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) reports that in the 
.. Saxon Erzgebirge electric power is used largely in 
a se of Electric handiarafte and Sedition es industries. “There 
ower for Small me | . tati d 
Industries in the °° ‘#'8° central steam generating stations, an 
Sanen Exagebizge from these light and power are supplied to the 
‘ gurrounding country. Not only has industry on 
a large scale been developed by the supply of cheap electrical power, 
but the prosperity of small and domestic industries and of agriculture 
has been advanced. Power is stated to be supplied in as small 
quantities as 7; h.p., the energy required for an ordinary sewing 
machine. The plant of one company is said to have a capacity of 
about 22,000 h.p., which it supplies to 180 different parishes with a 
total population of 400,000, the energy being conveyed by overhead 
cables of 3,000, 10,000, and 30,000 volts, according to distance. 
(C. 3,619.) 
H.M. Acting Consul-General at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) reports 
— that a Portland cement factory, with an annual 
Factory capacity of 1,000,000 barrels of cement, is to be 
erected at Siittelstad. An assurance has been 
issued that the new concern will immediately join the Central German 
Cement Association, but, says the Acting Consul-General, it is almost 
certain that the establishment of this new factory will make the 
already unsatisfactory price and market conditions in the German 
cement trade even worse. (C. 3,862.)

— <n P Papeteries du Tonkin” (see “Board of Trade 
from Bamboo. = Journal” of 19th May, 1910, pp. 315-6), 
intends at present not to manufacture paper, but to restrict 
its operations to the production of pulp from bamboo. It 
owns large bamboo concessions in the districts of Viétri and 
Yenbay, and its factory, which will probably be completed by 
August next, is under construction at Viétri, the machinery having 
been ordered from the United Kingdom. Serious experiments as to 
the suitability of the bamboo pulp in the districts in question appear 
to have given completely satisfactory results, and the bamboo con- 
cessions are stated to be sufficiently large, if properly replanted, to 
keep the company constantly supplied. It is said that the pulp will 
mostly be exported to Japan. (11,255.)

Bie econs Law on Chambers of Commerce dated 20th March, 
Chesabors of 1910, every individual engaged in trade or industry, 


whether by himself or in association with others, 
is obliged to notify the fact to the Chamber of 
Commerce of the district wherein he is domiciled. 
This notification, on unstamped paper, must be 
made before 8th June in the case of existing businesses or industries, 
or within two months of the creation of any such business or industry. 
Within two months of any modification of the business a similar 
notification must be made, and cessation of business must be notified 
within fifteen days. These notifications are obligatory even for those 
firms already registered at the Chamber of Commerce. Failure to 
notify renders the person or persons concerned liable to a fine of 200 
lire (81.). (11,535.)

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Confidential information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
so registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription tothe “ Board of 
Trade Journal.” The great increase in the number of names 
inscribed, and in the amount of information distributed, having 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service, 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
Ist April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., 
for the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in-the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 
Circular letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below). 





Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is intended to 
be a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest 
shall be collected and classified in a form convenient for reference, and 
at which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, replies shall be 
given to enquiries by traders on commercial matters. On application 
being made to it either personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, 
so far as is possible, information with regard to the following

subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign 
and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of Firms 
Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities : 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 15s.
